With  more  than  four  hundred 
eople  registered,  the  largest  at- 
endance  in  history  of  the  Inter- 
tate  Oil  Compact  Commission, 
he  New  Orleans  Spring  conven- 
ion  of  the  organization  held  April 
!rd  and  4th,  was  declared  an 
utstanding  success  from  every 
joint  of  view. 

A  resolution  of  thanks  adopted 
j>y  the  Commission  at  its  closing- 
session  was  high  in  its  praise  of 
onservation  Commissioner  Jo- 
seph L.  McHugh  who  was  in 
sharge  of  all  arrangements  for 
;he  Louisiana  convention. 

Three  governors  were  in  at- 
;endance  at  the  convention  and 
;here  were  representatives  from 
nore  than  fifteen  states  in  the 
nation.  The  governors  present 
were  Andrew  P.  Schoeppel  of 
Kansas,  chairman  of  the  Compact, 
who  presided  at  the  business  ses- 
sions, Robert  S.  Kerr,  Governor  of 
Oklahoma,  and  Sam  H.  Jones, 
Governor  of  Louisiana. 

Business     sessions     were,     held 


Monday  and  Tuesday  at  the 
Roosevelt  Hotel.  Entertainment 
features  included  a  banquet  Mon- 
day night  in  the  grand  ballroom 
at  the  Roosevelt  Hotel,  at  which 
time  Commissioner  McHugh  was 
toastmaster  and  the  speakers 
were  the  three  governors.  A 
nine-act  floor  show  was  presented. 
The  ladies  of  the  convention 
were  entertained  Monday  noon 
with  a  luncheon  at  Antoine's  at 
which  time  Dorothy  Dix  was  the 
principal  speaker.  The  final  en- 
tertainment feature,  came  Tues- 
day afternoon  with  a  harbor  sight- 
seeing tour,  and  the  visitors  made 
the  trip  on  four  boatsj  the  "Hugh 
McCloskey,"  "The  -Davey,"  "The 
Capt.  Bob,"  and  a  boat  furnished 
by  A.  J.  Higgins,  the  boat  builder. 
Features  of  the  Monday  after- 
noon session  were  an  open  hear- 
ing on  a  conservation  oil  problem 
conducted  by  Commissioner  Mc- 
Hugh, and  the  world  premiere  of 
the  Compact's  educational  film. 
"Cil  For  Tomorrow." 


Members  of  the  interstate  oil 
compact  commission  went  on  rec- 
ord as  opposing  federal  control 
of  the  oil  industry,  and  adopted 
resolutions  designed  to  minimize 
government  restrictions  "which 
are  unnecessary  to  the  prosecu- 
tion of  the  war." 

In  similar  vein  was  a  report 
made  by  Hiram  Dow  of  New 
Mexico,  representative  of  the 
commission's  public  lands  com- 
mittee, who  said  his  committee 
"views  with  alarm  the  federal 
•government's  current  system  of 
buying  up  lands  (some  500,000 
acres)  and  reserving  three- 
fourths  of  all  minerals  on  those 
lands  as  government  property." 

Dow,  who  addressed  the  closing 
session  of  the  commission's  annual 
convention,  said  his  group  will 
investigate  such  government  ac- 
tivities and  "present  a  full  report 
of  findings  to  the  senate  pe- 
troleum advisory  committee." 

He  added  that  the  federal  proj-

SEPARATION  OF 
MINERALS  FROM 
CONSERVATION 
DEPT.  PROPOSED 

The  Louisiana  Wildlife  Fed- 
eration at  a  special  convention 
held  Tuesday,  April  11th,  in 
Baton  Rouge,  went  on  record  as 
favoring  the  enactment  of  a  con- 
stitutional amendment  separating 
the  Minerals  Division  from  the 
Conservation  Department  and  set- 
ting up  a  separate  State  Depart- 
ment of  Minerals. 

About  forty  units  of  the  Loui- 
siana Wildlife  Federation  were 
represented  at  the  convention, 
and  there  were  representatives 
from  thirty-five  parishes.  W.  J. 
Cleveland,  Crowley,  president  of 
the  Federation,  presided  at  the 
sessions. 

The  Federation  also  went  on 
record  as  favoring  the  enactment 
of  "a  bill  providing  for  a  closed 
season  of  sixty  days  on  fish  during 
the  spawning  season,  with  the 
dates  to  be  fixed  by  the  Conser- 
vation Department. 

President  Cleveland  appointed 
a  committee  to  draw  up  a  bill 
providing  for  the  proposed  sep- 
aration of  the  Minerals  Division 
from  the  Conservation  Depart- 
ment and  submit  copies  of  same  to 
the  Conservation  Department  and 
to  Governor-elect  James  H.  Davis. 


At  a  luncheon  held  at  noon  as 
a  feature  of  the  convention,  Con- 
servation Commissioner  Joseph  L. 
McHugh  and  many  Division  Heads 
of  the  Department  were  present. 
Governor-elect  Davis  was  also  a 
guest  and  delivered  a  short  ad- 
dress in  which  he  pledged  the 
cooperation  of  his  administration 
to  the  sportsmen  of  the  state. 
Mr.  Davis  stated  that  he  is  in- 
terested in  fishing  and  hunting 
and  would  give  considerable  con- 
sideration to  legislation  submitted

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Louisiana  has  been  honored  by  the  election  of  A.  C.  "Pops" 
Glassell  of  Shreveport,  as  President  of  Ducks  Unlimited.  This  makes 
the  first  time  that  a  Southerner  has  been  head  of  this  fine  national 
organization.  The  excellent  work  that  Ducks  Unlimited  has  accomp- 
lished in  recent  years  is  well  known  to  Louisiana  sportsmen  and 
conservationists.  There  has  been  a  tremendous  increase  in  the  number 
and  quality  of  the  ducks  that  come  to  Louisiana  in  the  past  few  years 
and  this  is  attributed  to  duck  factories  operated  by  Ducks  Unlimited 
at  the  Canadian  breeding  grounds.

Now  that  Louisiana  has  the  national  president  of  this  organi- 
zation, it  would  be  a  fine  honor  to  this  man,  and  a  credit  to  the  State 
for  Louisiana  to  replace  California  as  the  leading  supporter  of  Ducks 
Unlimited.  This  can  be  done.  During  1943,  nearly  100,000  hunters 
purchased  licenses  in  Louisiana.  If  at  least  on:  out  of  every  three  or 
four  of  these  hunters  would  subscribe  to  membership  in  Ducks  Un- 
limited, this  goal  can  be  accomplished. 


Funds  subscribed  for  this  purpose  go  directly  in  the  work  of 
increasing  the  duck  population.  There  is  no  overhead.  None  of  the 
officials,  trustees  or  workers  draw  any  salaries  or  expenses.  Money 
contributed  to  Ducks  Unlimited  is  a  fine  conservation  investment. 
Under  the  direction  of  "Pops"  Glassell,  a  drive  is  about  to  get  under 
way  in  Louisiana  for  memberships.  We  hope  that  the  drive  will  be 
successful  and  will  make  it  possible  for  Louisiana  to  surpass  Cali- 
fornia as  the  leading  Ducks  Unlimited  state  in  the  nation.

or  a  total  of  $750,000.  All  of  the 
funds  were  subscribed  by  approx- 
imately   25,000    sportsmen. 

Mr.  Glassell  long  has  been  ac- 
tive in  the  duck  hunting  circles  of 
Louisiana  and  with  R.  J.  O'Brien 
has  established  the  Lake  Arthur 
club  on  the  gulf  coast  for  the  use 
of  other  sportsmen  interested  in 
duck  hunting. 

Mr.  Glassell  was  born  in  North 
Louisiana  and  has  lived  in  that 
section  of  the  state  all  his  life. 
He  became  interested  in  the  oil 
business  in  1917,  and  has  been  in 
that  business  since  that  time.  His 
oil  business  is  operated  under  the 
name  of  Glassell  and  Glassell, 
which  comprises  his  son,  Captain 
Alfred  C.  Glassell,  Jr.,  and  him- 
self. 

Glassell  and  Glassell  discovered 
the  flank  production  in  the  Anse 
La  Butte  field  a  few  years  back, 
and  also  the  Carthage  gas  field 
in  Texas  in  1936.  The  firm  has 
had  production  in  some  four  or 
five  other  fields  scattered  over 
the  State  during  the  past  twenty 
years.

for  memberships.  In  view  of  the 
fact  that  Louisiana  has  the  na- 
tional president  of  this  organiza- 
tion, many  sportsmen  are  of  the 
opinion  that  Louisiana  should  lead 
the  way  in  the  number  of  mem- 
berships and  amount  of  money 
raised  for  Ducks  Unlimited. 

California  has  been  the  leading 
state  in  the  past  in  the  number  of 
memberships  to  Ducks  Unlimited, 
and  Mr.  Glassell  is  determined  to 
have  Louisiana  out-distance  Cali- 
fornia.

ect    is    "an    undeniable    blow    to 
private    enterprise,"    and    that    as 
such    "it    discourages    exploratory 
work  in  the  oil  industry." 

The  commission  approved  a 
Texas  resolution  which  recom- 
mended to  the  war  council's  ad- 
visory petroleum  committee  "a 
cutting  to  the  minimum  of  all  re- 
strictions relative  to  materials 
needed  for  operation,"  as  well  as 
cancellation  of  all  federal  curbs 
on  the  industry  which  might  be 
proved  unnecessary  to  the  war 
effort. 

Frank  Bane,  executive  director 
of  the  council  of  state  govern- 
ments,   Chicago,   told   delegates: 

"No  other  interstate  agency  is 
doing  a  better  job  than  the  oil 
compact  commission  to  assure 
prosperity  after  the  war.  By  aid- 
ing regulation  and  conservation 
of  gas  and  oil  the  compact  is  as- 
suring men  jobs  after  the  war,  and 
eliminating  cut-throat  competition 
to  a  large  extent  in  the  indus- 
try." 

Bane  said,  too,  that  the  com- 
pact "played  a  vital  part  in  pre- 
serving state's  rights." 

Resolutions    adopted    included: 

1.  That  each  state  work  toward 
a  "reasonable  increase  in  the  price 
of  crude  oil,  and  at  the  same  time 
oppose  subsidies  on  the  ground 
that  they  will  not  solve  problems 
of  oil  exploration  and  the  need 
for  increased   production." 

(Major  B.  A.  Hardey  of  Shreve- 
port,  representing  the  Independ- 
ent Petroleum  Association  of 
America,  commented:  "It  takes 
money  to  punch  thousands  of  feet 
of  steel  pipe  into  the  earth  and 
come  up  with  oil.   .  .   .  We  better 


get  to  work  in  a  hurry  and  try 
to  get  a  raise  in  the  price  of  crude 
if  we're  going  to  expand  our  ac- 
tivities."). 

2.  That  each  state  begin  prompt- 
ly the  practice  of  more  efficient 
conservation  laws,  "for  the  pur- 
pose of  preventing  waste  and  con- 
serving  reservoir   energy." 

3.  That  the  commission  ap- 
proves a  report  of  the  national 
war  council's  petroleum  advisory 
committee  declaring  the  need  for 
increased    over-all    oil    production. 

Other  speakers  at  the  conven- 
tion were  Judge  William  T.  Cole, 
Jr.,  U.  S.  Customs  Court  judge  of 
New  York  City,  and  former  con- 
gressman from  Maryland;  George 
A.  Wilson,  director  of  PAW's 
Transportation  Division,  Wash- 
ington; Commissioner  John  W. 
Scott  of  the  Federal  Power  Com- 
mission, Washington;  R.  L.  Keyes, 
assistant  Division  Manager  of  the 
Texas  Company,  and  others. 

Governor    Jones    Welcomes 

Governor  Sam  Jones  delivered 
the  address  of  welcome  at  the 
opening  session  Monday  afternoon 
and  cited  the  progress  Louisiana 
had  made  during  his  administra- 
tion in  oil  conservation.

CHAPMAN    TO    ATTEND

Among  the  headline  speakers  will 
be  Claude  R.  Wickard,  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  and  Dr.  Ira  N. 
Gabrielson,  Director  of  the  United 
States  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service. 
The  convention  sessions  will  be 
held  at  the  LaSalle  Hotel  in 
Chicago. 
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GOV.   JONES   AND   RATS 

(Prom  the  New  Orleans  States) 
A  few  days  ago  Conservation 
Commissioner  Joseph  L.  McHugh 
announced  that  the  sale  of  musk- 
rat  pelts  taken  from  state-owned 
preserves  during  the  trapping  sea- 
son that  closed  recently,  totaled 
$368,726.26.  The  state  still  held 
other  pelts,  such-  as  mink,  coon 
and  otter,  which  were  expected  to 
bring  an  additional  $25,000.  The 
grand  total  will  be  not  far  under 
$400,000.  This  money  is -divided 
60  per  cent  to  the  trappers  and 
40  per  cent  to  the  state.  Accord- 
ing to  the  arrangements  in  effect 
on  privately-owned  trapping  lands, 
the  state  is  dealing  very  liberally 
with  the  trappers. 

This  season  the  state  was  com- 
pelled to  sell  the  muskrat  pelts  at 
the  ceiling  price  of  $1.4475  each. 
Had  there  been  no  price  control, 
the  pelts  would  have  fetched  $2 
or  more.  The  fixed  price  was  per- 
haps a  little  above  the  average 
of  the  last  decade,  but  not  much. 
Throughout  the  term  of  Gov- 
ernor Sam  Jones,  the  state's  40 
per  cent  share  of  the  total  pelt 
harvest  on  the  public  game  pre- 
serves has  run  like  this: 

Season  of  1940-41,  B.  A.  Har- 
dey,  commissioner,  state's  portion, 
$44,884.77. 

1941-42,  J.  L.  McHugh,  com- 
missioner, $110,875,99. 

1942-43,  Commissioner  McHugh, 
$125,904.66. 

1943-44,  Commissioner  McHugh, 
$128,689.74  actually  received  and 
$5,000  additional  expected,  to 
make  grand  total  of  $133,689.74. 

The  state's  portion  the  last  sea- 
son is  the  largest  ever  received 
during  all  the  years  that  the  pub- 
lic lands  have  been  trapped  on 
shares.  It  becomes  pertinent  to 
compare  the  receipts  during  the 
Jones  years  with  those  of  soma 
years  not  so  long  past. 

A  dozen  years  ago  O.  K.  Allen 
was  governor  and  in  the  conser- 
vation department  was  a  commis- 
sioner of  high  repute  as  a  busi- 
ness man,  acclaimed  a  keen  finan- 
cier, a  sharp  trader,  a  faithful  and 
devoted  guardian  of  the  public  in- 
terest, a  topnotch  administrator. 
How  did  he  administer  the  pub- 
lic trapping  lands? 

In  the  calendar  year  1932  Com- 
missioner Robert  S.  Maestri  got 
for  the  public  treasury  the  sum  of 
$12,119.84  from  the  preserves. 
Just  cigarette  money  for  Father 
Louisiana. 

In   1933,  there  was  a  slump  to 


$6,243.41.  Perhaps  rats  were  very 
scarce  that  year.  Or  too  smart 
to  get  caught.  Or  political  in- 
siders trapped  the  public's  pockets. 
In  1934,  there  was  a  rise  to  $15.- 
214.52. 

In  1935,  a  further  rise  to  $17,- 
854.63',  but  still  nothing  for  a 
renowned  "  business  man  "  to 
boast  about. 

In  1936,  William  G.  Rankin 
was  conservation  commissioner 
part  of  the  year  and  Richard  W. 
Leche  was  governor  part  of  the 
year.  The  state's  share  of  the 
trapping  money  was  $17,193.72. 

In  1937,  under  Rankin,  the  state 
received    $26,100.37. 

In  1938,  there  was  an  astound- 
ing slump  —  back  to  $6,393.98. 
Again  cigarette  money  for  Father 
Louisiana. 

In  1939,  Ernest  S.  Clements  be- 
came commissioner.  Recently  he 
ran  for  governor.  He  ran  on  his 
record  as  a  public  official.  For 
about  six  months  he  sat,  with  the 
help  of  the  courts,  on  the  con- 
servation books  and  records,  per- 
mitting no  inspection  of  them  even 
by  high  state  officials.  His  record 
as  an  administrator  of  the  trap- 
ping lands  was — only  $13,044.03 
taken  for  the   state  government. 

A  spectacular  rise  of  the  public 
revenues  from  the  state  preserves 
started  in  promptly  under  Sam 
Jones.  The  first  year  the  advance 
was  to   $44,884.77. 

The  records  of  state  receipts  in 
the  machine  years  are  ali  taken 
from  the  department's  biennial  re- 
ports. These  reports  did  not  indi- 
cate the  percentage  accruing  to 
the  state  or  the  percentage  allowed 
the  politico-trappers  from  1932  up 
to  1940.  Nothing  can  be  found  in 
the  department's  accounts  throw- 
ing light  on  the  size  of  the  split. 
Inquiry  among  the  veteran  em- 
ployes brings  from  all  the  re- 
sponse, "Nobody  knows."  Nobody 
knows  how  the  trapping  money 
was  divided,  except  possibly  some 
persons  who  wouldn't  talk.  There 
are  some  who  insist  that  the  con- 
servation department  records 
showed  this  information  definitely 
and  in  detail,  before  Commissioner 
Clements  and  the  courts  began 
shielding  the  records  from  scruti- 
ny. Today  nobody  knows.  Nor 
can  find  out. 

Before  1940  the  state  game  pre- 
serves were  administered  by  and 
for  a  political  machine,  whose  fa- 
vorite sons  were  enriched,  with  a 
few  crumbs  going  into  the  public 
treasury.  From  1940  on  the  reve- 
nues from  the  preserves  were  split 


between  the  actual  trappers  and 
the  public  treasury,  with  every 
penny  fully  accounted  and  all  the 
facts  down  in  the  books  for  every- 
body to  look  at. 

STATE  SELLS  ITS  PELTS 

(From  the  Shreveport  Journal) 
In  this  section  of  Louisiana  the 
average  citizen  never  saw  a  musk- 
rat.  Nevertheless,  that  little  ro- 
dent of  the  South  Louisiana 
marshlands  is  quite  a  factor  in  the 
state's  economy,  and  for  this  rea- 
son is  the  subject  of  very  tender 
solicitude  on  the  part  of  the  State 
Conservation  Commission.  The 
state's  share  of  this  year's  catch, 
including  animals  trapped  on  two 
big  game  preserves,  Marsh  Island 
and  the  Rockefeller  tract,  brought 
a  total  cash  payment  of  $367,685, 
this  being  paid  for  255,000  pelts 
taken  during  the  season  which 
ended  March  1.  The  more  than 
200  trappers  who  had  contracts 
with  the  conservation  commission 
received  65  per  cent,  or  $258,- 
995,25,  for  their  labor;  the  bal- 
ance goes  into  the  state  treasury. 
The  receipts  would  have  been  much 
greater,  but  for  the  fact  that  the 
OPA  fixed  a  ceiling  price  of 
$1.44%,  and  the  state  could  ask 
no  more.  .  Louisiana's  total  re- 
ceipts from  the  sale  of  furs  of  all 
kinds,  for  the  past  year,  are  placed 
at  $360,499.01.  And  that  isn't 
hay,  by  any  means. 


OIL  DISCUSSIONS 

(From  the  New  Orleans  States) 
The  Intel-state  Oil  Compact 
Commission  does  well  to  be  giv- 
ing proper  heed  to  tomorrow's 
petroleum  problems.  The  13-state 
commission,  opening  a  convention 
here  today,  is  no  more  than  a  co- 
operative group,  but  its  advice, 
suggestions,  discussions  will  prob- 
ably have  much  to  do  with  the  re- 
construction of  the  industry  that 
will  be  due  after  the  war. 

Oil  and  gas  deeply  affect  the 
American  economy  these  years. 
This  is  an  oil  age  as  much  as  eras 
in  the  past  have  been  a  stone  age 
and  an  iron  age,  respectively.  Oil 
and  gas  have  been  wastefully  used, 
and  still  are.  The  supplies  of 
them  are  definite,  and  by  no  means 
inexhaustible.  The  known  petro- 
leum reserves  in  this  country  are 
sufficient  to  last  anywhere  from 
30  to  50  years  according  to  the 
current  guessing  of  the  experts. 
After  that,  what? 

Of  course  new  fields  are  being 


discovered,  but  who  can  say  how 
many  new  fields  are  there  yet  to 
be  explored  or  how  much  theii 
potential  production?  Who  call 
foretell  when  the  country  will  be 
compelled  to  resort  to  synthetic 
gasoline,  or  the  extraction  oi 
power  fuel  from  shale,  or  the  da 
velopment  of  substitutes  frorri 
such  materials   as   alcohol? 

Under  intelligent  development, 
America  should  have  enough  oil 
and  gas  for  at  least  a  half  cen^ 
tury.  But  perhaps  long  beforg 
that,  scientists  and  inventors  will 
find  ways  to  gather  power  anl 
light  from  other  sources  —  from 
the  atom,  from  the  sunlight  or* 
the  oceanic  tides  or  restless  windfJ 
to  be  distributed  by  radio.  The^ 
auto  operated  by  something  on] 
the  order  of  a  radio  receiving  seti 
with  power  coming  in  over  thl 
antenna  is  among  man's  currenl 
dreams.  Perhaps  realization  is 
not  too  far  around  the  corner.      . 

New  Orleans,  an  important  oifl 
center,  and  Louisiana,  somewhere 
around  the  fifth  largest  oil  prof 
ducer  among  the  states,  cordially) 
welcome  the  Interstate  Oil  Com^ 
pact  Commission  delegates.  Con- 
servation Commissioner  Joseph  L; 
McHugh  has  arranged  a  fine  pro-j 
gram  of  entertainment  and  dis-j 
cussion.  May  its  proceedings  and 
discussions  follow  the  principle] 
that  men  engaged  in  the  oil  indusl 
tries  are  the  custodians  of  a  greal 
resource  that,  once  depleted,  ij 
gone  forever;  a  resource  that  iJ 
to  be  administered  with  fair  profit] 
to  those  investing  their  capital] 
and  their  abilities  in  it  and  with] 
due  rewards  to  those  who  takej 
daring  risk,  but  withal  a  resource] 
that  holds  great  power  over  tha 
prosperity  and  the  well-being  of] 
the  American  people.  We  can't] 
fight  a  war  without  petroleum  and] 
plenty  of  it.  For  reconstruction 
after  the  war,  there  must  be  pe- 
troleum and  plenty  of  it.  We  are 
very  sure  that  nobody  in  America 
recognizes  this  more  acutely  than!

James  Nelson  Gowanloch,  Chief 
iologist  of  the  Wildlife  and  Fish-

amerous  inquiries  from  fisher- 
en  for  ways  and  means  of  keep- 
g  hungry  mosquitoes  at  a  dis- 
mce.  He  states  that  having 
shed  in  the  company  of  com- 
idely  mosquitoes  from  northern 
.ake  Winnipeg  to  the  Florida  Keys 
3  has  found  that  certain  easily 
>mpounded  mixtures  are  effec- 
ve  and  he  here  provides  several 
n-mulae. 

Mosquito  repellents  are  usually 
lade  up  as  lotions  or  salves.  Cer- 
lin  persons  are  peculiarly  sensi- 
ve  to  oil  of  citronella  and  there- 
are  must  avoid  its  use.  The  in- 
redients  of  the  following  mix- 
ires  can  be  readily  purchased 
fom  any  druggist  and  easily  mixed 
r  melted  together  at  home.  An 
mple  supply  of  the  one  found  in- 
ividually  best  may  make  much 
lore  comfortable  many  a  fishing 
rip.  Where  smaller  quantities 
re  desired,  the  individual  amount 
f  each  item  may  be  proportion- 
tely  reduced.  The  following  are 
ound  useful:

Oil  of  citronella 3   oz. 

Spirits  of  camphor 1   oz. 

Oil   of  tar 1   oz.

Carbolic   acid.... y2    0z. 

Pennyroyal 1   oz. 

Spirits  of  camphor y2   oz. 

Acetic   acid   y2    0z. 

Oil   of  cedar :. 1   oz, 

Carbolated  vaseline  to  thicken. 
'ormula    3 — Useful      for      people 
sensitive  to  citronella: 

Vaseline 3   0z. 

I  Oil  of  cassia 1   oz. 

Camphorated  oil  2   oz. 

(This  compound  may  cause  a 

preliminary    stinging    sensation

Aqueous  solution  of  aluminum 
acetate.

Borated  vaseline. 

Household  ammonia  or  boric 
acid  powder  will  also  both  relieve 
the    itching  from  insect   bites. 

Scratching  such  bites  may  lead 
to  infection  and  sometimes  ex- 
tremely serious  results. 

Since  individual  idiosyncrasies 
in  the  use  of  mosquito  lotions  ex- 
ist, it  may  be  well  worth  while 
for  the  fisherman  to  try  a  little 
experimental  work  on  himself. 
Such  experiments  are  in  any  event 
amusing  and  often  result  in  great- 
ly increased  fishing  comfort. 

FEDERAL  AGENCY 
MAY  MAKE  LOANS 
ON   TIMBERLAND 

The  growing  importance  of 
farm  woodlands  and  continuous 
production  of  timber  in  farming 
.programs  was  given  added  recog- 
nition as  the  Federal  Land  Bank 
of  New  Orleans  announced  a  new 
loan  policy  in  which  "considera- 
tion will  be  given  to  timberland," 
Koy  L.  Thompson,  president,  an- 
nounced last  week. 

"Loans  will  be  made  only  on 
woodland  tracts  where  there  is  a 
substantial  amount  of  merchant- 
able timber  or  where  there  is  a 
good  growth  of  young  timber  ap- 
proaching merchantable  size," 
Thompson  said.  "There  must  be 
sufficient  young  growth  to  insure 
a  sustained  yield  for  at  least  the 
life  of  the  loan." 

Protection  of  young  timber  and 
management  of  woodlands  in  a 
manner  to  maintain  forest  produc- 
tion sufficient  to  retire  the  part  of 
the  loan  based  on  woodlands  is  a 
further  requirement.  The  owner 
will  not  be  required  to  make  an- 
nual cuts  if  he  has  other  sources 
of  income  from  which  to  make 
loan  payments,   Thompson  said. 

The  added  credit  now  available 
on  timberlands,  coupled  with 
loans  already  being  made  on  the 
cultivated  part  of  the  farm  will 
give  farmers  a  complete  long- 
term  credit  service  on  the  entire 
farm,  Thompson  stated.

Conservation 
Official  Passes 
Away  Suddenly 

William  F.  Chisholm,  58,  Di- 
rector of  the  Division  of  Research 
and  Statistics  of  the  Department 
of  Conservation,  died  at  a  hospital 
in  Baton  Rouge  Tuesday  evening, 
April  11th,  following  a  heart  at- 
tack which  occurred  a  few  hours 
earlier  at  a  Baton  Rouge  hotel 
while  he  and  other  Conservation 
officials  were  attending  a  meet- 
ing of  the  Louisiana  Wildlife  Fed- 
eration. 

Funeral  services  were  held 
Thursday  morning,  April  13,  and 
interment  followed  in  the  Rose- 
lawn  Cemetery  at  Baton  Rouge. 

Mr.  Chisholm  was  a  former 
Shreveport  oil  man  and  has  bean 
connected  with  the  Conservation 
Department  in  many  capacities  for 
a  number  of  years.  He  came  to 
Shreveport  in  1919  from  Boston 
and  was  connected  with  the  Sin- 
clair Oil  Company  in  Shreveport. 
He  became  head  of  the  minerals 
division  of  the  Conservation  De- 
partment when  that  office  was  lo- 
cated in  Shreveport.  He  later 
left  the  state  service  and  became 
connected     with    the     Halliburton 


Oil  Well  Cementing  Company. 

In  1936  he  returned  to  the  Con- 
servation Department  and  became 
director  of  the  Division  of  Re- 
search and  Statistics  and  also  sec- 
retary of  the  Louisiana  Stream 
Control  Commission.  He  moved 
to  Baton  Rouge  from  Shreveport 
and  his  offices  were  located  in  the 
Geological  Building  on  the  L.S.U. 
campus. 

He  was  a  native  of  Boston  and 
an  overseas  veteran  of  the  first 
World  War. 

He  is  survived  by  his  widow, 
four  daughters,  and  three  broth- 
ers.

LA.  FORESTRY 
EXPANSION 
IS  DISCUSSED 

Peace-time  conversion  of  war 
plants  at  Monroe,  Lake  Charles 
and  Baton  Rouge  and  develop- 
ment of  the  state's  forestry  in- 
dustry by  expanding  plywood  and 
plastic  production  were  discussed 
at  a  meeting  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  economic  de- 
velopment committee  of  Louisiana 
held   in  New   Orleans   last  month. 

J.  H.  Darwin,  committee  staff 
member,  estimated  that  some  25,- 
000  additional  persons  could  be 
employed  in  Louisiana  forestry 
industry  and  that  an  increase  of 
$200,000,000  in  the  industry's 
value  could  be  made  by  adopting 
such  methods  as  selective  cutting, 
fire  control,  promotion  of  pulp 
and  paper  plants  and  development 
of  plastics  and  plywood  manu- 
facture. 

Dr.  M.  C.  Schwartz,  assistant 
director  of  the  Louisiana  State 
university  engineering  experi- 
mental station,  reported  that  he 
has  been  working  on  the  de- 
velopment of  chemicals  and  plas- 
tics in  the  state  and  on  the  adap- 
tion of  Louisiana's  Agricultural 
products  to  industrial  uses.  In 
data  given  on  the  state's  resources 
it  was  stated  that  iodine,  hitherto 
a  virtual  California  monopoly, 
had  great  possibilities  as  a  Loui- 
siana product. 

A;  B.  Paterson,  newly  named 
chairman  of  the  committee,  pre- 
sided, and  those  attending  were 
Edgar  B.  Stern,  who  recently  re- 
signed as  chairman;  J.  H.  Nelson, 
Minden;  W.  H.  Cameron,  Winn- 
field;  T.  O.  Bancroft,  Monroe;  A.

Muskrat  Meat 
May  Be  Used 
As  Poultry  Food 

Considerable  progress  has  been 
made  on  experiments  to  utilize  the 
carcasses  of  muskrat  as  dried 
meal  for  poultry  food.  The  ex- 
periments have  been  undertaken 
by  Professor  Charles  W.  Upp, 
Head  of  Poultry  Research  of  Loui- 
siana State  University  and  he  is 
being  assisted  by  O.  E.  Goff. 

A  brief  report  of  the  experi- 
mental work  accomplished  thus 
far  by  Messrs.  Goff  and  Upp  is  as 
follows: 

Many  potentional  poultry  food 
stuffs  peculiar  to  Louisiana  are 
lost  each  year.  With  the  present 
wartime  shortage  of  all  feeds  and 
with  the  possibility  of  finding  a 
protein-rich  feedstuff  for  poultry 
a  study  of  dry  rendered  muskrat 
carcasses  was  undertaken.  Through 
the  cooperation  of  officials  of 
the  Louisiana  Furs,  Inc.,  fresh 
muskrat  carcasses  were  collected. 
The  stomach  and  intestine  of  each 
muskx-at  were  removed,  leaving 
the  other  internal  organs  in  the 
carcass.  Musk  glands,  which  us- 
ually adhere  to  the  pelt,  were  re- 
moved if  they  remained  attached 
to  the  carcasses.  The  carcasses 
thus  prepared  were  kept  under  re- 
frigeration, except  when  in  transit, 
until  they  were  dry  rendered. 
Rendering  was  accomplished  at 
the  Swift  and  Co.  plant  at  Lake 
Charles. 

A  total  of  2287  pounds  of 
dressed  muskrat  carcasses  was 
secured.  They  averaged  approx- 
imately 1.5  pounds  each.  The  yield 
after  dry  rendering  and  pressing 
was:  Pressed  tankage  29.29%, 
Grease  1.18%,  Foote  .18%.  Thus 
69.35%  of  the  fresh  product  was 
moisture.  The  grease  appears  to 
be  satisfactory  for  industrial  use. 
The  yield  of  pressed  tankage 
closely  approximates  the  yielfl 
from  domestic  beef  scrap  which 
is  approximately  30%. 

After  grinding,  the  dried  musk- 
rat  meal  as  analyzed  by  the  Loui- 
siana State  Experiment  Station 
Feeds  Testing  Laboratory  con- 
tained 62.25%  crude  protein, 
8.9%  fat,  .37%  nitrogen  free  ex- 
tract, .95%  crude  fiber,  6.61% 
water,  21.73%  ash,  3.7%  phos- 
phorous and   6.9%    calcium. 

This  product  is  a  feedstuff  high 
in  protein.  The  feeding  value  and 
the  effect  of  the  product  on  the 
chick  is  being  investigated.  Ob- 
viously, an  efficient  and  commer- 
cially economical  means  of  secur- 
ing this  material  from  the  marshes 
of  Louisiana  must  be  developed, 
if  the  dried  muskrat  meal  proves 
to  be  of  sufficient  value  to  jus- 
tify it.
